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There  has  been  a  fairly  good  demand  for  meats  in  the  San  Francisco 
i7holesale  market  during  the  past  v;eek*    ^Quality  of  beef  was  consistently 
better  in  most  cases,  vdth  some  beef  and  lamb  from  the  Grand  National  Livestock 
Show  on  display.    Yfith  the  exception  of  fresh  pork  and  cured  pork  cuts,  prices 
held  unchanged  on  practically  all  classes  and  cuts*  .Larger  hog  marketings 
have  been  reflected  in  heavier  supplies  of  fresh  pork  and  declining  prices. 
Fresh  pork  carcasses  dropped  $3*00  per  hundredv;eight;  loins  declined  |3«00 
to  $I;.»00;  and  fresh  butts  and  spareribs  dropped  |2»00«    Smoked  hams  and  bacon 
also  dropped  ^2^00  per  hundredv/eight,  v/hile  lard  sagged  $1,50  per  hundred^veight. 
Supplies  of  fresh  veal  continue  limited. 

Although  the  nation's  butter  markets  have  been  somewhat  unsettled  because 
of  more  liberal  supplies,  there  has  been  little  change  from  a  v;eek  ago  in  the 
San  Francisco  v/holesale  market.    Prices  are  dosrvn  l/2-cent  to  1-cent  per  pound. 
Demand  is  moderately  active  for  top  grades,  v;hile  offerings  are  somewhat  smaller. 
Vrestern  production  continues  on  the  dov/ngrade,  but  is  still  19  percent  above  a 
year  ago.    Grades  A<5cAJi(lst  Quality)  are  quoted  to  retailers  at  69-I/2  to  JO'l/Z 
cents  per  pound  in  cartons  of  l/l4.-pound  prints;  and  Grade  B(2nd  Quality)  is 
quoted  at  67  to  68  cents. 

Egg  prices  have  dropped  1  to  2  cents  on  medium  and  small  sizes  in  the 
San  Francisao  wholesale  market  since  a  v/eek  ago,  while  large  eggs  have  advanced 
2  cents.  .  Production  continues  at  a  high  level,  but  demand  has  improved  somewhat 
as  the  result  of  lower  prices,  and  receipts  are  reported  to  be  clearing  satis- 
factorily.   Grade  "A"  Large  are  quoted  to  retailers  at  65  to  66  cents  per  do«on 
in  cartons;  Grade  "A"  Medims  at  I49  to  5I  cents;  and  Grade  "A"  Smalls  at  I4.2  to  Uk 
cents  per  dozen. 

In  the  poultry  market,  a  continued  light  demand  for  fairly  heavy  offerings 

of  broilers  has  resulted  in  a  price  drop  of  1-cent  per  pound  to  I4.6  to  14.7  cents 
drossadv/oighb*  . 

per  pound,/  Largo  fryers  and  roasters  have  held  unchanged  in  price  under  a  more 
active  demand.    All  v/eights  of  Leghorn  and  colored  hens  have  also  held  unchanged 
in  price*  -  On  turkeys,  liberal  supplies  and  much  lowgr  prices  than  last  year  arc 
expected,  to  result  in  a  strong  holiday  demand..  Young^urkeys  have  advanced  1  to  2 
cents  per  pound  since  last  wook,  but  young  tons  have  hold  unchanged  in  price.

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With  demand  centering  upon  turkeys t  ducks >  and  other  fowl  for  the 
holiday,,  trading  has  been  only  slow  to  fair      the  San  Francisco  wholesale 
meat  mrket*    Slaughtering  has  been  held  to  a  lighb  voluiae>  with  supplies  of 
calf  and  veal  the  lov/est  for  the  year •    With  the  exception  of  fre sh  pork 
carcasses,  loins,  hams,  picnics,  butts j  and  smoked  picnics,  which  have 
dropped  $1»Q0  to  $2«00  per  hundredweight,  prices  are  unchanged  from  a  week 
ago. 

The  trend  in  the  San  Francisco  wholesale  butter  market  has  changed 
little  this  past  we©k»    Continued  liberal  offerings  of  top  grades  have 
resulted  in  another  l/2-oent-per-pound  price  sag  on  Grades  A&AA*    At  the  same 
time,  production  in  the  west  continues  on  the  dov/ngrade,  but  is  still  l6 
percent  larger  than  last  year*    Grades  A&AA(lst  Quality)  butter  are  quoted 
to  retailers  at  69  to  70  cents  per  pound  in  cartons  of  l/4-pound  priittft* 
Grade  B(3nd  Quality)  is  unchanged  at  67  to  68  cents© 

Supplies  of  eggs  are  generous  for  holiday  needs  and  are  no  more  them 
clearing  under  a  fairly  good  demand*    Hov/evor,  all  grades  and  sizes  ea*e 
unchanged  in  price*    Grade  "A"  Large  are  quoted  to  retailors  at  65  to  66  oenbs 
per  dozen  in  cartons;  Grade  "A**  Mediums  at  49  to  51  cents;  and  Grade  "A*' 
Smalls  at  42  to  44  cents  per  dozen^ 

Demand  in  the  poultry  market  is  moderately  active,  with  a  coirbinued  heavy 
movement  of  turkeys*.  As  is  usually  the  case  before  the  Thanksgiving  holiday, 
dressed  broilers  are  in  little  demand  and  are  down  1-cent  per  pound  from  a 
week  ago*.  Large  fryers  and  roasters  are  up  2  cents  per  pound,  dressed* 
Supplies  of  small  hen  and  torn  turkeys  have  been  quickly  exhausted,  but  supplies 
of  larger  sizes  continue  liberal*  ,  Rrioos  are  down  1-ooxit  per  pound  on  both 
young  hens  and  toms* 
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
